the spokesman said: “Unifil will not 
negotiate with Amal before we 
establish the circumstances of the 
events," adding it is still not clear if 
the SLA men defected or were cap- 
tured by Amal. 

In Helsinki, Maj.-Gen. Pertti 
Jokincn, who is heading the crisis 
headquarters set up in Finland to 
investigate the affair, said yesterday 
that “according to the information 
we have got from the Finnish Unifil 
headquarters, the 11 SLA men were 
deserters who wanted to leave their 
ranks." 

“We have not got detailed in- 
formation here how it happened, but 
we have no doubt of the fact that 
they wanted to leave the SLA," 
Jokincn told the Associated Press. 

Jokinen also rejected Rabin’s 
claim that Finnish UN soldiers had 
created the confrontation by dis- 
arming the 11 SLA militiamen. 

“This claim is totally unfounded." 
he said. “Our troops have not 
violated the mandate under which 
they operate in South Lebanon." 

In Copenhagen. Foreign Minister 
Shamir said Israel is trying to secure 
the release of the Finnish troops, but

IDF completes pullout; 
two shells land in north

Israel yesterday completed the 
thinning out of its forces in southern 
Lebanon as two Katyusha rockets 
landed in an orchard near Moshav 
Shorn era in northern Galilee. 

The troop pullback, about a week 
behind schedule, left some advisers 
and instructors behind as a back-up 
to the South Lebanese Army in the 
security zone. 

No ceremonies or formal 
announcements accompanied 
yesterday's pullback. A military 
spokesman simply said that the IDF 
had completed its redeployment 
along the northern border and would 
continue to provide back-up services 
for the SLA. 

Meanwhile, large IDF forces 
yesterday scoured the security zone 
for the terrorists who earlier yester- 
day fired the Katyusha rockets at 
western Galilee. No one was bun in 
the attack but an orchard belonging 
to a settlement was damaged. The 
Katyushas were apparently 122mm. 

Life in western Galilee went on as 
usual yesterday, despite the attack. 

Two groups, one Lebanese and 
one Palestinian, claimed responsibil- 
ity for the rocket attack. 

An anonymous caller saving he 
spoke for the Popular Struggle Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine (PSF) 
said his group shelled Metulla. 

Lebanon's national news agency 


meanwhile carried a statement from 
the Lebanese Natioual Resistance 
Movement saying its fighters fired 
Katyusha rockets on an Israeli farm- 
ing area at 7 a.m. 

Southern Lebanon is littered with 
arms caches left over from before 
1982. In other recent Katyusha 
attacks - most of the rockets falling 
in Southern Lebanon itself - it is 
suspected that the rockets were not 
fired by terrorists, but by locally 
recruited mercenaries. As Defence 
Minister Rabin noted recently, all it 
takes is for one man to spend a few 
minutes tying two wires together and 
setting a dock. 

. It is also going to be impossible to 
completely seal off the south to small 
weapons coming in from the north, 
but military sources said yesterday 
that they are confident that the ter- 
rorists will not be able to again bring 
in artillery pieces or mobile -rocket 
launchers and deploy these in south- 
ern Lebanon. 

“We have to be prepared for spor- 
adic. limited attacks by the terror- 
ists, but there will not again be a 
large-scale terrorist presence there 
that can threaten the north in any 
significant wav,’* The Jerusalem Post 
was toid by a senior so-.ru*. The 
IDF, he said, would react vigorously 
to any attempt by the terrorists to 
establish such a presence. 

It was still unclear last night as to 
who was behind yesterday’s

U.S. repeats readiness 
to meet joint delegation

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
administration yesterday restated 
U.S. readiness to meet for prelimin- 
ary discussions with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation, 
despite Israel’s reservations. 

The State Department confirmed 
that Secretary of State George 
Shultz received a reply from Prime 
Minister Peres to Shultz’s letter de- 
scribing the outcome of King Hus- 
sein's talks in Washington last 
month. But a spokesman declined to 
comment on "private diplomatic ex- 
changes.” 

Still, the spokesman told repor- 
ters: “As far as a possible U.S. 
meeting with a joint Jordanian- 
Palestiniao group, we. that is tbe 
U.S. government, remain willing to 
do so. if such a meeting will help 
move the process towards direct 
negotiations between a Jordanian- 


Palestinian delegation and Israel." 

He added: “And 1 remind you that 
the thrust of our position always has 
been that such talks would lead to 
direct talks between the Arabs and 
Israelis.” 

The spokesman deemed to char- 
acterize the Israeli reaction to 
Shultz’s letter in any way beyond 
restating the U.S. position on the 
matter of preliminary talks with a 
joint delegation. 

Asked about administration plans 
to sell advanced jet fighters and 
anti-aircraft missiles to Jordan, he 
replied that the administration's 
arms transfer review - now com- 
pleted - is awaiting final action “at 
the very highest level’’ of the White 
House. 

Congressional sources said they 
expected the administration to start 
briefing members of the House and 
Senate informally on the proposed

Permits cancelled for demonstration 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - On instructions 
from the attorney-general, the 
police yesterday cancelled the per- 
mit to demonstrate of people sup- 
porting the release from prison of 
the Jewish underground members 
and suspects. 

The police decision covers the 
demonstration planned by Gosh 
Emunim for Tel Aviv’s Kikar Mal- 
chei Yisrael on June 16. 

The Jewish underground suppor- 
ters learned of tbe police decision 
yesterday during a rally, led by 
Kiryat Arba's Rabbi Moshe Levin- 
ger, in Tel Aviv's Neve EHezer 
neighbourhood. The police asked 
the demonstrators to disperse after 
explaining that Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir had instructed them 


not to permit such demonstrations in 
future as they violated the rules of 
sub judice. The demonstrators com- 
plied. 

The Action Committee on Behalf 
of the Underground Prisoners subse- 
quently announced that it would 
continue (o hold demonstrations for 
which it had already obtained police 
permits and would disregard the 
attorney-general’s subsequent in- 
structions. 

“It is unthinkable that the 

attorney-general should insert his 

political opinions into his function- 
ing as a public official," said the 
committee. The committee said that 
Zamir had permitted a Peace Now 
Movement demonstration last week 
on the same subject. . 


Peres calls for direct 
talks within 3 months

to move towards negotiations.

500-year-old score of Shabbat song foand

A manuscript of the popular Shab- 
bat table song "Tzur Mishelo Achal- 
nu” with musical notation showing 
how it was sung by German Jews 500 
years ago has been discovered in a 
Munich library. 

The manuscript was found is the 
Bavarian National and University 
Library in Munich by Prof. Yisrael 
Adler of Hebrew University. 

Adler said the document is one of 
the earliest musical notations of Jew- 
ish music traditions ever found. 


Tbe music was found among 
numerous manuscripts by German 
Christian Humanists who were in- 
volved in studies of Hebrew lan- 
guage and Jewish culture during the 
late 15tb and early 16th centuries. 

Adler is to discuss the document in 
the Prof. Hayyim Schumann Memo- 
rial Lecture at 8:30 p.m. Sunday. 
June 16, al the Israel Academy of 
Sciences and Humanities in Jeru- 
salem. Ruins Academy students will 
present the first modem perform- 
ance of this Sabbath melody. 


The speech bespoke the pre- 
mier's acute and constant con- 
sciousness of the restrictive 
limitations imposed on him by 
his political situation at the head 
of the unity government. 


Proposing a five-stage peace pro- 
cess. Peres said that Israel favours 
negotiations with the parties that are 
interested in peace, and not with 
those who are interested in the con- 
tinuation of conflict. 


Speaking in the Knesset on the 
U.S. peace initiative. Peres said that 
the negotiations should be direct, 
with no prior conditions, and should 
be held under conditions of equality. 

In contrast to the Jordanian four- 
stage proposal, culminating in an 
international conference, with Israel 
waiting on the sidelines until then 
and isolated at the conference, the 
prime minister put forward a five- 
stage proposal of his own: 


First stage: Continuation of tbe 
talks between U.S. representatives, 
Israel, Jordan, Egypt, and Palesti- 
nian representatives who are not 
PLO members. 


Second stage: Establishment of a 
small team consisting of Jordanian- 
Palestinian and Israeli representa- 
tives to prepare an agenda for a 
Jordanian-Palestinian-Israeli con- 
ference. with U.S. participation. 


Third stage: Enlistment of the 
support of the permanent members 
of tbe U.N. Security Council for 
direct Jordanian-Palestinian-Israeli 
negotiations, without their commit- 
ting themselves in advance to sup- 
port the stand of any of the parties. 

Fourth stage: Appointment of au- 
thentic Palestinian representatives 
from tbe territories who will repre- 
sent tbe positions of the inhabitants 
and who will be acceptable to the 
parties. • 


Fifth stage: Convening of an open- 
ing conference within three months, 
at a place to be agreed on, either in 
the U.S.. Europe, or the Middle 
East. 

Peres referred to Jordan’s demand 
for the immediate supply of adv- 
anced U.S. weapons as “a down 
payment on moves whose nature bas 
not yet been made clear.” 

The Jordanians claim they need 
these weapons to cope with a possi- 
ble Syrian threat. But if these aims 
are not intended to serve a policy of 
belligerency towards Israel, this 
should be stated “authoritatively, 
unequivocally and publicly,” Peres 
said. 

“Jordan's failure to declare a poli- 
cy of non-belligerence in effect 
leaves it with a declared policy of 
belligerence against Israel and in a 
state of Don-belligerence with 
Syria." 

In such a situation, Peres said, 
Israel cannot regard additional arms 
to Jordan as a contribution to die 
peace momentum, but rather as a 
further inducement for Jordan to 
refrain from abandoning its policy of 
belligerence. 

Peres said that Israel does not wish 
to slam the door on what might be an 
opportunity to achieve peace. But it 
is precisely from a constructive pers- 
pective that Israel must consider 
whether Jordan’s proposals can lead 
to peace. 

According to the Jordanian sce- 
nario, he said, the first stage of the 
peace process would be talks in Am- 
man between a U.S. delegation and 
a Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 
The Palestinian contingent, at this 
stage, would not include PLO activ- 
ists. 

Peres said this stage is designed to 
forge a U.S. commitment to the 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
and to bring about partial recogni- 
tion of the PLO . This, while the PLO 
still adheres to tbe Palestinian Cove- 
nant ^rejects UN resolutions 242 and 
338. refuses to recognize or negoti- 
ate with Israel, and continues to 
employ terrorism: ' 1 

In tbe second stage, Arafat is 
supposed to recognize 242 and 338, 
while the U.S. is to announce simul- 
taneously its readiness to hold talks 
with a Jordanian-Palestinian delega- 
tion, with the Palestinian contingent 


being composed of PLO people. 

Peres’s comment: The U.S. is to 
grant full recognition to the PLO’ 
although the latter will not have 
recognized Israel or desisted from its 
terrorist operations. This is an 
attempt to disregard Israel's posi- 
tions and to annul explicit American 
commitments. 

The third stage of Jordan's prop- 
osal calls for U.S. talks with a 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation to 
prepare an international conference . 

Peres's comment: Israel does not 
object to a non-PLO Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. But if King 
Hussein wants peace with Israel, he 
must understand that he has to sit 
with Israel and not always try to 
deposit Israel in some darkened 
ante-room until everything is settled 
without Israel. 

Instead of direct negotiations with 
Israel, Jordan has proposed, as a 
fourth stage, an international con- 
ference with the participation, 
among others, of the Soviet Union, 
China, Syria, and the PLO. 

Peres's comment: China, which 
has never recognized Israel, sup- 
ports the PLO’s positions, at least 
publicly. The USSR has served its 
relations with Israel and has closed 
its gates to the exit of Jews. 

“According to this programme, 
the U.S. will come to the conference 
semi-committed to the Jordanian 
stand and the PLO stand. Only then 
will Israel be invited, last in line, to 
be isolated at the conference, and it 
will be asked to provide territorial 
nourishment to those gathered at the 
conference table. This is a program- 
me for vanquishing Israel, not for 
negotiating with it." 

Peres addressed some “heartfelt 
remarks 1 ' to the president of Egypt 
and the Egyptian people. The peace 
between Egypt and Israel is the 
greatest ray of light that has shone in 
the skies of the Middle East in recent 
years, he said. 

“It is incumbent upon Egypt and 
Israel to prove to all the nations of 
-the Middle East that tbe peace be- 
tween us is an enterprise that has 
succeeded, and that it is capable of 
enabling us to deal constructively 
with problems that crop up from 
time to time.

HAIFA. - Hundreds of Ata work- 
ers, their families and sympathizers 
from other factories are to demons- 
trate in Jerusalem today as the min- 
isterial economics committee meets 
to deride the fate of the bankrupt 
textile firm. 

The Histadrut is organizing the 
demonstration and supplying the 
transportation. 

Geishon Peled, acting chairman 
of the Ata works committee, vowed 
the workers would continue their 
fight, including the sit-ins at the Ata 
plants, if the committee vote is inde- 
cisive or goes against them. 

He warned that in such an event 
the works committee would no lon- 
ger hold itself responsible for any 
future action by Ata workers whose 
nerves had been stretched to the 
breaking point and beyond in the 
nine months since the Ata crisis 
broke. 

Solei Boneb, the Histadrut-owned 
construction company, is still pre- 
pared to buy land owned by Ata as a 
solution to this company's financial 
crisis, Solei Boneh chairman MK 
Rafi Edri said yesterday. 

At the same time. Danny Rosolio, 
secretary of the Histadrut holding 


company Hevrat Ha'Ovdim, lashed 
out at the government for “attemp- 
ting to lay the blame for its failure ( in 
saving Ata) on someone else.” 

The government, he said, is un- 
able to come up with a buyer for 50 
per cent of the land, as previously 
agreed between the govemmenr and 
Solei Boneh. 

Both Edri and Rosolio stressed 
that buying Ata property could not 
be a commercial proposition for 
Sole! Boneh. Much of the land is not 
even owned by Ata. they said, and it 
would take years of going through 
bureaucracy before the land could 
be made viable for commercial use. 

Nevertheless. Edri said Solei 
Boneh is prepared to buy 50 per cent 
of the land of Ata-Kurdaneb from 
the company's receivers, on condi- 
tion that the Lands Authority, which 
owns the land, agrees to swap it for 
commercial land at some later date. 

Rosolio said that that proposition 
had been put to the government, but 
bad not been seriously discussed. He 
added that Solei Boneh is prepared 
to assist in saving the bankrupt tex- 
tile concern, despite Solei Boneb's 
having ample land which it could not 
develop due to the crisis in the 
construction industry.

The Mormon institutions responsible for the 
new study centre due to go up on Mount Scopus 
are ready to supply a written commitment not to 
engage in missionary activity, the Knesset Interior 
Committee was told yesterday. 

Jerusalem attorney Yosef Kukia, who repre- 
sents the Mormon institutions, told the committee 
that the Mormons had agreed to the demand of 
committee chairman Dov Sbilansky on this score. 

ShiJansky has asked Knesset legal adviser Zvi 
Inbar, and the legal adviser to the Interior Minis- 
try. Avraham Shafat, to meet with Kukia and 
draft the commitment. 

“The promise to abjure missionary activity will 
have to be clear, explicit and unambiguous." 
ShiJansky told the committee. 

In the Immigration and Absorption Commit- 
tee. meanwhile. Religious Affairs Minister Yosef 
Burg threatened to walk out of the session in 
protest at what he called “parliamentary cen- 
sorship of the chief rabbis." The committee was 
considering four urgent motions for the agenda 
referred to it by the plenum concerning press 
reports about the chief rabbis’ statements on the 
education of Ethiopian children. 

At this threat from Burg, chairwoman Miriam 
Ta'asa Glazer and MKs from the Alignment, the 
Likud and the Citizen's Rights Movement insisted 
that the Knesset would be delinquent if it failed to 


address itself to the chief rabbis’ alleged remarks. 

Rabbi Menahem Hacohen (Alignment) said: 
“The chief rabbinate is a statutorily elected body, 
and its functions are our business." _ 

His party colleague Dov Ben-Meir said: “When 
candidates for the chief rabbinate seek election, 
they seek our support fast enough* So why should 
I not criticize their deeds after they are elected . 

In the end the committee accepted a denial of 
the chief rabbis' statements put out by their 
spokesman. ' _ 

Yosef Sarid (CRM) yesterday called upon for- 
mer chief rabbi Ovadia Yosef to retract his call to 
free the members of the Jewish tenor under- 
ground, which was broadcast yesterday morning 
over the armv radio. . 

Sarid also demanded that Yosef apologize tor 
his statement that “the only ones who object' to the 
underground members being pardoned arc the 
leftists. The leftists love Arabs more than they 
love Jews.” 

Sarid said in a statement issued to Knesset 
correspondents: “Woe betide a state in which 
rabbis are the worst inciters of all. You have 
brought shame upon your rabbinic office." 

Yair Tsaban (Map am) accused Yosef of “med- 
dling in politics." 

In the Knesset Committee on Road Accidents,

TEL AVTV. - Some 60 North Amer- 
icans who settled in Israel after man- 
ning the American ships which 
brought illegal immigrants here in 
tbe “Aliyah Bet” effort before state- 
hood held a reunion at Beth Hatefu- 
soth yesterday evening. 

“Few people know that the Amer- 
ican crew members brought more 
than 50 per cent of the illegal immig- 
rants, thus breaking the back of the 
British ’blockade' and leading to the 
establishment of the State of Israel,” 
reunion organizer Murray Green- 
field said yesterday. 

One of the reasons for tbe reun- 
ion, he said, was that the books and 
reference works on Aliya Bet immig- 
rants - Holocaust survivors - 
ignored the part of the American 
crewmen. 

Of the 250 Jewish American crew- 


men, all of whom had fought in the 
U.S. or Canadian armed services in 
World War II. 60 settled in Israel. 
Most of the American ships in the 
illegal immigration effort were cap- 
tured by the British and their passen- 
gers were sent to Cyprus or back to 
Europe, along with the crewmen. 

Among those attending the reun- 
ion was Paul Shulmas, who was the 
first aluf in the Israel Navy; Harold 
Katz, who was first mate of the 
immigration ship Hatikva and who 
dived overboard in a vain attempt to 
eVade the British and being sent to 
Cyprus: Willie Rasta ker, helmsman 
of the Haim AJorsoroff, who drove 
the ship onto the shore while trying 
to run the British blockade; Teddy 
Vardi, from the Exodus: Mendy 
Mendelson from the Wedgewood 
and others. 

The ships later served as the Israel 
Navy’s first vessels. 


U.S. professor kidnapped 
on his return to Beirut 


BRIBERY. - Three residents of 
Moshav Prigan in the Negev have 
been arrested along with two vehicle 
inspectors, whom they are suspected 
of having bribed to pass as roadwor- 
thy 17 tractors belonging to the 
moshav. 


BEIRUT (Reuter). - Unidentified 
gunmen have seized aU.S. professor 
at the American University of Beirut 
(AUB) in an apparent bid to capture 
its president, Calvin Plimpton, who 
is also a U.S. citizen, AUB sources 
said yesterday. 

Thomas Sutherland, 54, dean of 
AUB’s agricultural and food scien- 
ces faculty, was seized on Sunday by 
gunmen who ambushed him on his 
way from Beirut Airport to his home 
on campus after a three-week trip 
abroad. 

Indicating that the attackers may 
have missed their real target, an 
AUB source said: “Plimpton was 
supposed to be on the same flight but 
changed his mind at the last moment 
and cancelled." 

After firing at his car tires, gun- 
men in at least two cars grabbed 
Sutherland, but let his driver go.

Peres was at pains not to dismiss toe 
possibility that Hussein’s still- 
unclear pronouncements in 
Washington might indeed have 
opened new paths towards peace. 

While he voiced Israel’s objec- 
tions to the supply of advanced 
weapons to Jordan. Peres dearly 
couched these objections in terms of 
Jordan’s stance towards non- 
belligerency and the peace process. 
He was urging toe king to be more 
forthright and unequivocal in his 
diplomatic moves; not opposing Jor- 
dan’s arms requests from Washing- 
ton as such. 

Observers were intrigued by an 
especially esoteric remark in the pre- 
mier's speech, that “if an immediate 
Syrian threat has in fact arisen 
(against Jordan) because of Jordan's 
possible move towards a strategy of 
peace, a different, immediate deter- 
rent most be sought against such a 
threat.” 

Another eyebrow-raising aside by 
the premier was the observation that 
China supports the stand of the PLO 
“at least in public.”

Earlier indications point to the 
sale of 54 F-20 fighters with Sidewin- 
der air-to-air missiles and mobile 
Improved Hawk and shoulder-fired 
Stinger anti-aircraft missiles.

Syndicated columnists Rowland 
Evans and Robert Novak yesterday 
wrote in The Washington Post that 
Reagan and Shultz were very im- 
pressed by Hussein. 

“Hussein's meticulous courtship 
of the president was helped by 
Reagan's lifelong fascination with 
royalty and perhaps their painful 
common bond as an assassin 's prey,” 
they wrote.

(to recognize Israel). His bet on 
Hussein is more modest: toe fang has 
convinced him his peace plan is se- 
rious. and the president has told 
Hussein he believes in him. In the 
Mideast, that's progress.” 

According to tbe columnists, 
Jordanian Foreign Minister Taher 
al-Masri, during Hussein's meeting 
with Reagan at the White House, 
was allowed to describe in some 
detail toe condition of toe Palesti- 
nians living on the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

“Masri, himself a Palestinian from 
the Arab city of Nablus on the occu- 
pied West Bank, said Israel takes an 
estimated $500 million in taxes 
annually from Palestinians in occu- 
pied territory and returns only $25m.

Irregularities in the use of teargas 
inside prisons, abuse by toe police of 
the power to detain suspects for 48 
hours without charges and forced 
hospitalization of toe allegedly men- 
tally ill were among the major issues 
raised in toe annual report of the 
Association for Civil Rights in 
Israel (Acri). 

The report, presented yesterday 
1 at a press conference in Beit Agron 
in Jerusalem, details numerous 
alleged breaches - for political, ra- 
cial and sexual reasons - of dvil 
liberties. 

Following complaints received 
last year that teargas had been used 
indiscriminately in jails, Acri had 
met with Prison Service authorities, 
who subsequently mounted an inter- 
nal inquiry. 

The inquiry found that 25 per cent 
of the complaints were justified. 

Acri president Haim Cohn, a for- 
mer Supreme Court justice, de- 
clared that -the police are arresting 
too many people and detaining them 
for 48 hours without bringing them 
before a judge. There is an urgent 
need for revision of the law, he said. 

Cohn also called for revision of toe 
law affecting the mentally ill. By law. 


persons certified as mentally ill can 
be forcibly hospitalized if they are a 
danger to themselves or society. But 
the law is abused because individuals 
do not know their rights and because 
doctors are reluctant to question the 
word of a husband or wife who 
c laims that his or her spouse has 
made suicide attempts. 

Arrangements are in toe process 
of being finalized for prisoners to 
receive an Acri pamphlet advising 
them of their rights from the time 
that they are arrested through subse- 
quent stages of their detention. 

Some of the complaints on which 
Acri takes action are settled with 
the police or municipal or regional 
authorities. When all else fails, 
applications are made to the High 
Court. Scheduled for a hearing tins 
month is a petition for the right to 
demonstrate in toe administered ter- 
ritories. Activists from disadvan- 
taged neighbourhoods complained 
to Acri after the military commander 
in Judea and Samaria prevented 
them from holding a protest demon- 
stration to coincide with a visit to toe 
area by the prime minister. The 
reason given was that there was a 
general ordinance against political 
demonstrations in the territories. 


U.S. to make grants for ‘Star Wars’ studies 


A branch of the U.S. Strategic 
Defence Initiative (“Star Wars”) 
programme is to distribute hundreds 
of millions of dollars for research 
projects by researchers outside toe 
U.S., including in Israel.

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FOR MANY in Argentina, and else- 
where in Latin America, that coun- 
try is the pathfinder of the continent: 
Where Argentina goes, it is thought, 
there goes the continent. Peron's tail 
hi 1955 signalled the beginning of the 
end for a series of authoritarian 
leaders. 

Since Argentina’s return to the 
democratic fold in December 1983, 
after seven years of totalitarian rule, 
inflation has risen steadily, and pas^ 
sed the 1,000 per cent mark. In the 
world only Bolivia has greater infla- 
tion than Argentina, which outdis- 
tanced Israel some time ago. The 
external debt has reached mammoth 
proportions, and though an agree- 
ment in principle has been reached 
among the Latin American debtor 
nations, an agreement with the cre- 
ditors is still in the future. 

President Raul Alfousm puts the' 
blame squarely on die previous govern- 
ment, w h ich, ‘"destroyed the coun- 
try”; there are good reasons for that 
assessment, but 17 months after he 
took office, that is no longer satisfac- 
tory. The solutions proposed by 
Alfonsin - a budget reduction of 12 
per cent; the freezing of appoint- 
ments in the public sector - sound 
familiar to Israeli ears. Alfonsin’s 
impassioned exhortation to the 
country to adopt a “new lifestyle”; 
his appeal to return dignity to 
labour to encourage production; to 
fight speculation and speculators; to 
modernize; to increase efficiency; to 
encourage a new breed of capable 
managers both in the public and the 
private sectors; to bring about “so- 
da! democracy” through greater 
partitipStion - all these have been 
received with widespread scepticism 
by a public whose disillusionment 
has reached frightening proportions. 

Meanwhile, terrorism is again on 
the increase. During my recent short 
stay in the country, a popular radio 
station was bombed out, presumably 
by tightest elements. The president 
referred to an unsuccessful attempt 
to cany out another coup d'etat; it is 
a measure of the distrust in the 
country that many doubted the 
veracity of hiS statement, insinuating 
that it bad been invented by the 
President to mobilize popular sup- 
port . 


Trials and tribulations 


Alfonsin’s standing in the country 
is still high, but his Radical party is 
fast losing support. Whereas in 
March 1984, it could still count on 
the support of 54 per cent, by April 
1985 this figure had dropped to 32 
per cent. The Peronistas, engaged in 
internal struggles, went from 17 per 
cent to 14 per cent. The category that 
increased most spectacularly is those 
who do not know how they would 
vote, which rose from 14 per cent to 
29 per cent - almost one third of the 
electorate. The Radicals are deeply 
concerned that they may lose control 
of the Chamber of Deputies in elec- 
tions this November; in the Senate 
they did not have a majority from 
the outset. 

ALFONSIN’S record is by no means 
all negative. The long-lasting border 
conflict with Chile over the Beagle 
Channel has finally been settled 
through the mediation of the Pope. 
Once the agreement had been rati- 
fied, by a majority of one, in the 
Senate, it was signed in Rome by 
both countries' ministers in the first 
week of May. Thus a festering sore, 
spoiling the relations between the 
two neighbours for decades, was 
removed. 

The war over the Malvinas (better 
known, at least in the UK, as the 
Falkland Islands) has left a deep 
scar. And the trial of the heads of 
three juntas that successively ruled 
the country from 1976 to 1982 began 
on April 24. Nine former generals 
and admirals, in chiding three former 
presidents - Viola, Videla, Goltieri - 
face a series of charges based on an 
extensive report by a committee 
headed by the prestigious author 
Ernesto Sabato. which established 
that at least 8,960 persons had dis- 
appeared during the reign of terror, 
and that torture and abuse had been 
practised in 340 secret places of 
detention. 

Some of the accused refuse to 
recognize the legitimacy of the pro-

ceedings. Others claim through their 
attorneys (the accused themselves

sponsible for the atrocities and the 
systematic violation of human rights. 

Day after day, witnesses tell hair- 
raising stories. A Jewish angle was 
highlighted during the two-day testi- 
mony of Jacobo Time rm an, former- 
ly editor of La Opinion, who main- 
tained that although he was detained 
as a journalist, be was tortured as a 
Jew. A defence attorney quoted a 
statement of the Daia, the repre- 
sentative body of Argentinian Jew- 
ry, made in 1980 to the effect that 
there was no anti-Semitic persecu- 
tion at that time. Timerman replied 
that the Daia was trying to justify 
its own passivity in view of the 
accusations he had voiced abroad 
concerning the “complicity” of the 
Daia in the repression of Jews. (In 
his book about his detention, Timer- 
man compared the Daia to a 
“Judenrat".) He stated that many 
parents and relatives of desapareci- 
dos bad also accused the Daia. 
including the Association of Fami- 
lies in Tel Aviv. 

SOME 2,200 witnesses have been 
invited by the prosecution to testify, 
and their number may increase. The 
reign of terror affected a great many 
innocent bystanders, and the major- 
ity of the population (74 per cent) 
believe in the salutary effect of the 
trials, while 31 per cent consider 
them harmful to the process of re- 
conciliation. It remains to be seen 
whether this attitude will persist as 
the trial, which has only just started, 
continues during the coming weeks 
and months. 

Together with the rest of Argenti- 
na, the 300,000-strong Jewish com- 
munity had heaved a sigh of relief 
when military rule came to an end, 
the more so when the new leader was 
a Radical president. The Radical 
Party for many years enjoyed wide- 
spread Jewish support and counted 
Jews among its leaders. A consider- 
able number of Jews were elected to 
parliament - the Leader of foe gov- 
ernment party in the Senate; the 


former leader in the Chamber of 
Deputies; the former minister for 
economic affairs (now in charge of 
planning) are Jews, as are five of 12 
deans of faculties recently appointed 
by the president in the state-owned 
University of Buenos Aires. The 
Jewish presence in the new govern- 
ment has caused some to refer to it as 
the Radical Synagogue. The promin- 
ence of Jews is being criticized by 
both right and left wing opponents of 
the .government. 

Relations with Israel have become 
more varied, more open and free. 
Participation in the Independence 
Day reception of the ambassador, 
Dov Shmorak. who is about to com- 
plete his mission after more than five 
years, was unprecedented. The pre- 
sence of the deputy minister of cul- 
ture, Dr. Aquinis, a prominent Jew- 
ish writer and biographer of Mahno- 
nides, at the celebration marking 60 
years of the Hebrew University was, 
no doubt, not merely a personal, but 
an official expression of goodwill. 

There are, however, contervaihng 
winds and some traditional right- 
wing opponents to friendship with 
Israel in the higher echelons of the 
Foreign Ministry have not been re- 
placed. They appear ro have found 
strange bedfellows among left-wing 
members of the Radical Party, for 
whom a Third World orientation of 
Argentina appears of major con- 
sequence. They argue that since 
Baghdad may no longer be available 
as the veune of the forthcoming 
worldwide meeting of the “77,” 
Argentina should take its place, thus 
assuming Alfonsin’s election as the 
next head of the group. 

Ironically, until some years ago. 
Argentina denied, the concept of a 
Thud World, and proclaimed itself a 
“middle-class” country, neither de- 
veloped nor developing. 

As a democracy and as friends of 
Argentina, Israelis have every 
reason to wish President Alfonsin 
well in his valiant attempt to make 
democracy work m spite of the heavy 
odds against him.

Three months later, a 
press conference was summoned to 
announce foe formation of this com- 
mittee, headed by David Draguns- 
ky, a retired Jewish genera] of the

asserted that Jewish emigration from

“n ill disaffected Jews had departed.

Howard Spier, in a recent re- 
search report issued by the Institute 
of Jewish Affairs, says the role allot- 
ted to foe Anti-Zionist Committee 
of the Soviet Public was gradually 
downgraded by the authorities, 
while it was entrusted with two new 
tasks: direct participation in Jewish 
cultural matters and involvement in 
the overall Soviet preparations for 
this month’s commemoration of foe 
40th anniversary of the end of World 
War H. All in all, during 1984. foe 
only activities’ of foe -committee Ter t 
ported- to- foe 1 Soviet nkedia were--' 
'three press conferences, rwo.meet- 
ings of the presidium and one of the 
plenary, an evening dedicated to 
Sholem AJdchem and two minor 
publications. 

In M3y 1984, a press conference 
was called to announce unequivocal- 
ly that Jewish emigration from the 


Soviet anti-Zionism 
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USSR was at an end. The decline in 
Jewish emigration was attributed to 
the failure of Zionist propaganda. 
Witnesses* wfie produced to back 
the committee's folios, .including an 
elderly Jew from. Tashkent, who 
spoke of his joy” in returning to 
Russia after spending 11 years in a 
damp basement in Jerusalem. Two 
other returnees told similar horror 
tales. 

Other Russian Jews, who had not 
left the country, were produced to 


rebut what was called foe Zionist 
slander of the existence of anti- 
Semitism in foe USSR. A student of 
mathematics at Moscow University, 
denied stories of a numerus clausus 
on Jewish students. 

October saw another press confer- 
ence. The journal Insight: Soviet 
Jews, published in London, found it 
a “ chillin g escalation” in foe Soviet 
propaganda onslaught against Zion- 
ism. Even greater stress was laid on 
the “Zionist-Nazi Alliance,” and 


this put Soviet propaganda in line 
with extreme anti-Semitic fringe 
groups that specialize in “revision- 
. ist’*. history of the Holocaust, rang- 
ing from claims that it never hap- 
pened to laying responsibility for it 
at the door of the Jews themselves. 

This press conference was given 
wide-ranging publicity. Even before 
it bad begun, Moscow Radio began 
to broadcast the substance of its 
contents. David Dragunsky 
appeared on nationwide Soviet TV 


to read a statement denouncing the 
“criminal cooperation” of Zionist 
leaders with Nazis. A typical excerpt 
Stated: 

“Without the Zionist-Nazi 
alliance, the number of Jews annihi- 
lated by the Nazis could have been 
far fewer. With the help of the Hitler 
government services, the SS and the 
Reichsbank, only people carefully 
selected by the Zionists went out to 
Palestine. Weizmann said of foe 
others that they will go away, for 
they are economic' and ixforal dust. 
In Hungary alone, one of foe Zionist 
leaders, Kastner, helped foe Hitler- 
ites to send almost half a million 
Jews to their deaths in exchange for 
permission for capitalists and Zionist 
activists to leave for neutral Switzer- 
land.” 

A contemporary note was added 


in foe comment that “present-day 
Zionist politicians employ the same 
methods as the Nazis” vis k vis 
Lebanon and foe Palestinians. 

SIGNIFICANT at this conference 
was the fact that the various allega- 
tions were placed in foe context" of 
foe bog 1 commemorations planned 
for last month. The youth paper 
Komsomolskaya Pravda linked the 
Anti-Zionist Committee with foe 
commemorations. 

As of now, after almost two yeas-' 
of existence, there is no sign of foe 
prizes; competitions and projects in 
foe realm of anti-Zionism that were 
outlined at the time of foe commit-. , 
tee's formation. References to it are • 
infrequent. Perhaps most signifi- 
cantly, since its foundation, not a. 
single new branch of foe committee - 
has been formed in the USSR. 
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THERE IS little evidence of a gen- 
eration gap at Urim, a' Negev kib- 
butz with a large proportion of 
Americans and Canadians. 

As if to prove the point, the chil- 
dren offoose North Americans re- 
cently organized a celebration to 
nark the 35fo anniversary of their 
patents' arrival in Israel as members 
of Guin Bet, a settlement group 
from foe Hfcbonim movement in the 
U,$. and Canada. 


The kibbutz youngsters sent out 
foe invitations and prepared the 
food, but most of those who spoke at 
the gathering were the old-timers. 

Garin Bet, they recalled, had been 
established in May 1948. in the same 
month as the State of Israel and in 
response to foe same challenge. Old- 
er members of Habonim had smug- 
gled arms to the Hagana and man- 
ned boats carrying illegal immigrants 
to Palestine; some, bv then, were

Salute to parents

already fighting in foe ranks of the 
fledgling Israeli Army. Those in 
Garin Bet fervently hoped that with- 
in a year or two they would be 
joining them in Israel. 

Indeed, in February 1950 foe first 
16 members of foe group sailed for 
Israel aboard foe Dutch ship Leer- 
dam after receiving agricultural 
training at special forms near Toron- 
to, Los Angeles and New York. 
Those 16 and others who were to 
follow were ideologically committed 
to Israel and foe kibbutz, but. in fact, 
knew very little about either. None 
of them bad ever visited foe country, 
and .what they had beard from foe 
emissaries sent to work with them 
was more often than not romantic 
tales, having little in common with 
the reality they found after dis- 
embarking in Haifa. 

Not only were they bewildered, 
but so were their hosts at Kibbutz 
Geva in the Jezreel Valley, where 
they were sent for further training. 
Uri Etkin,who had been assigned % 
Geva to work with the newcomers, 
recalled at the reunion how their 
unorthodox American dress and be- 
haviour upset the settlement’s con- 
servative members. The old-timers 
also found it hard to understand how 
these recent arrivals could question 
accepted kibbutz ways of doing 
things just because ‘they are done 
differently in America.” 

THE rebelliousness of foe Amer- 
icans and Pj mi titans showed again 
when they were called upon to de- 
cide on a final place of settlement. 
“The authorities,” in foe person of 
veteran Settlement Department 
head Avrabam Harzfeld, demanded 
that they go to Givot Zeid, a kibbutz 
on tire outskirts of Haifa. It badly 
needed reinforcements and, in any 
case, it was considered suitable for 
“soft Americans.” 

But no matter bow many times 
Harzfeld banged his fist on the table, 
and sent tire flowerpot tirat ^9°^ 
front of ten flying into the air, foe 
members of Garin Bet ste adfastl y re- 
jected his arguments. They wanted 
to be “real pioneers," and most 
insisted on going to Urim. a virtually 
deserted Negev settlement, with 
only few of the founding members 
from Bulgaria left- At foe time it 
looked like an outpost of the French 
Foreign legion in some B movie. 


Before going to Urim, the Amer- 
ican and Canadian kids had several 
months of military training as a Nab- 
al unit at foe Allenby Barracks in 
Jerusalem, where they again found 
themselves in conflict with “the au- 
thorities.” Urey were willing to learn 
how to shoot a gun or heave a hand 
grenade, but. they had no patience 
for army rules and regulations 
barked at them in a Hebrew few 
could comprehend. So they “retali- 
ated" by ridiculing their NCO’s in 
American slang, and when they mar- 
ched through foe streets of the Holy 
City, they didn't sing (as they should 
have) the Palmah Song or Artza 
Alinu; instead they belted out bawdy 
tributes to bars and brothels. 

There was precious little ringing, 
however, when they reached Urim, 
particularly as they began to realize 
that they would have to endure the 
conditions there for many years to 
come. They found themselves dead 
tired after working for eight or nine 
hours under the Negev sun, and, 
often enough, they were also hun- 
gry- 

Those were the days of great au- 
sterity, and Americans and Cana- 
dians who had never lacked for 
steaks and ice cream sundaes, even 
at foe height of World War II, found 
that their main daily source of pro- 
tein was half an egg. The only way to 
quiet their grumbling stomachs was 
to gobble down huge quantities of 
foe only food readily available - 
black bread and green olives. Final- 
ly, when foe time came for them to 
sleep, they discovered that it was 
hard lo get any rest in tiny, virtually 
unventflated rooms, each shared by 
four people. 

THESE conditions were too harsh 
for many of them; of the 180 or so 
members of Garin Bet who came to 
Urim between 1951 and 1955, more 
than one hundred returned to foe 
U-S. or Canada. Yet almost 40 per 
cent remained in Israel, half at Urim 
- now a very prosperous c omm unity 
of 600 sods - and the other half 
elsewhere in foe country. Moreover, 
as was evident a; foe reunion, they 
remain close, pan of foe same ex- 
tended family. 

To be sure, contemporary Israel 
isn’t foe country they dreamed of as 
teenagers in Habonim. It is far too 
materialistic, and most galling of all, 
many Israelis, look upon them, and 


more recent immigrants from the 
U.S. and Canada, as slightly de- 
ranged. Otherwise, why would they 


have voluntarily abandoned the 
fleshpots? 

Yet, as Urim member Dani Ker- 
man put it at the reunion , those who 
came to Israel within the framework 
of Garin Bet are not discouraged. 
“We believe that we have achieved a 
great deal and,” he added, “we are 
ready to go on struggling for a better 
kibbutz and a better country.” 

One measure of that achievement 
was the presence at Urim of so many 


“sons of Garin Bet," one of whom 
was the final speaker. 

Turning .first to his own mother 
mid father and then to their compat- 
riots, he declared: “We are proud of 
you and only hope that we can live 
up to the standards you set." 

What more could parents ask?

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Solel Boneh lost $6 million last year

TEL AVTV. - "Solel Boneh had a 
bad year in 1984 and prospects for 
the current year - based on the first 
few months - indicate that there will 
not be anv improvement." Shraga 
Rotman, managing director cf the 
huge construction company, said 
yesterday. 

According to the group's financial 
statements, which are adjusted for 
inflation and then translated into 
dollars (based on figures of Decem- 
bers!. 1984. compared with Decem- 
ber 31 of the previous year). Solel 
Boneh had a net after-tax loss of $6 
million in 1984. compared to a net 
after-tax profit of Sim. at the end of 
the previous year. 

The concern's activities have fal- 
len by some 20%. with the greatest 
pan of the drop being in work done 
abroad. Tn Israel itself, business was 
down by only some two per cent, but 
abroad it had dropped by about 40% 
for a "net" drop in activity in all 
fields of about 20% . 

The total scope of activities last 
year stood at S750m., of which 
$500m. was in Israel and the remain- 
ing $250 m. abroad. 

Rotman did not elaborate 
whether the losses were due to the 
work in Israel or abroad, saying that 
no differentiation had been made. 
However, he did note that in Africa, 
especially in Nigeria, "the pace of 
work has been adjusted to the actual 


sums received/' He added that out- 
standing debts were gradually being 
paid, but that it would take a con- 
siderable time before they were en- 
tirely paid off at the present rate. 

"But while our work has dropped 
off in Third World countries, we 
have initiated projects in the U.S.,. 
and we hope to extend out activities 
there, as well as tryingto expand into 
Canada." Rotman said Solel Boneh 
was seeking work in other countries, 
but he refined to elaborate. 

He blamed the 1984 losses on 
several factors, the chief one being 
high financing costs, especially the 
fact that the company bad given its 
customers credit. Soaring inflation 
had also caused considerable losses. 
In some months in the latter half of 
1984, “we would give credit for 
IS100 and due to inflation we would 
get actual payment of the equivalent 
of IS70. he said. 

Another additional expenditure 
was the fact that Solel Boneh made 
every effort not to fire workers, 
"unlike other contractors, who hire 
and fire workers in line with actual 
work." Nevertheless, some workers 
were fired. While the total number 
of persons employed in 1982 was 
17,957, it dropped to 16,870 in 1983, 
and to 15,422 in 1984. 

In order to prevent further dismis- 
sals, Soleh Boneh in February 19S5 
went over to a five-day work week 
for five day’s pay. 


Other ways of cutting costs in- 
cluded the introduction of more effi- 
cient work methods, both in man- 
agement and in field work, as well as 
the better exploitation of machinery.

The company was also trying to 
expand the activities of Solel Boneh 
Investments, a subsidiary set up a 
few years ago. which concentrates 
on lines of activity the parent com- 
pany had neglected in the past, such 
as Tourism, recreation, commercial 
centres and office buildings, Solel 
Boneh Investments had a turnover 
of $26m. last year. 


Sole! Boneh managed to .raise 
$13. 5m. in new capital last year, and 
it expected to raise about the same 
amount this year, a goodly part of it 
in the U.S.

During the 
past nine years activity in the entire 
industry dropped by 35% fin real 
terms) while the economy as a whole 
grew by 30% in real terms.

Travel tax ‘curtails French tourism’

BRITISH AIRWAYS has increased 
the number of its flights to Israel to 
five a week, until October 31, fol- 
lowing earlier predictions of an in- 
crease in demand on this route. 

The recent doubling of travel tax 
has not induced the airline to change 
its plans. 


Israel’s recent increase in the 
travel tax will undoubtedly have an 
adverse effect on tourism in both 
directions, French Trade, Industry 
and Tourism Minister Michel 
Ciepeau told a press conference at 
the Jerusalem Plaza Hotel yester- 
day. 

Crepeau, who was winding up a 
visit as guest of Tourism Minister 
Avraham Sharir, told reporters that 
he hopes the situation will return to 
normal within a few months. Mutual 
tourism, he stressed, is not just eco- 
nomic in nature, but also brings 
about contact between peoples. 

The press conference was con-

Approximately 100 industrial 
research-and-development (R&D) 
projects have been found suitable 
for joint exploration by the Israel- 
Francc Scientific and Technological 
Cooperation Organization, the chief 
scientist of the Ministry of Industry 
and Trade, Yigal Erlich, said yester- 
day. 

Erlich and Tanhum Gerizim, 
director-general of the Ministry of 
Science and Development, have just 
returned from a meeting of the orga- 
nization's executive committee in 
Marseilles. The six-month-old bi- 
national body, established as a result 
of the visit here by French Prime 
Minis ter Laurent Fabius (when he 
was Minister of Industry and Re- 
search), operates at the governmen- 


tal level, but is made up of business 
and industrial leaders in both coun- 
tries. 

Of the 100 potential joint R&D 
ventures, ten are already in. the adv- 
anced stages of negotiations be- 
tween Israeli and French firms. For 
three other projects, negotiations 
have been completed and requests 
for state grants have been submitted 
to the two governments. 

Besides Erlich and Geririm. the- 
Israeli delegation to the Marseilles 
meeting included Weizmann Insti- 
tute Prof. Ephraim Katzir and the 
Israeli Ambassador to France. Ova- 
dia Sofer . Among the French partici- 
pants was Gaston Defferre. minister 
of planning and mayor of Marseilles, 
and Prof. Francois Gros, Premier 
Fabius' adviser on research and de- 
velopment.

FRANKFURT (Reuter). - Charges 
of fraud and breach of trust have 
been laid against four men at the 
centre of West Germany’s biggest 
banking crisis of the 1980s, a spokes- 
man for the Frankfurt prosecutor’s 
office said yesterday. 

The spokesman, Reinhard 
Rochus, told a news conference 
charges had been laid against the 
former heads of the privately owned 
Schroeder, Muenchmeyer, Hengst 
Bank (SMH), which was rescued in 
1983 after heavily overie tiding to the 
now-bankrupt IBH Industrial Hold- 
ing empire. 


The bank was later sold to the 
British Lloyds Bank group. 

A number of court cases have 
been unleashed by the collapse of 
EBH. Its founder. Horst Dieter 
Esch, was jailed for 3Vi years last 
December for breach of trust and 
contravention of company law. Ro- 
land Spicka, head of IBH's Wibau 
subsidiary, was sentenced to six 
years and nine months. 

Rochus named the bank's perso- 
nally liable partners as Count Ferdi- 
nand von Galen. Hans Lampert. 
Wolfgang Stryj and Hans-Hennann 
Muenchmeyer.

PEKING (AP). - China’s first 
Antartic expeditionaries shivered 
for two months and many contracted 
arthritis because a Shanghai down 
factory outfitted them with shoddy 
sleeping bags and suits, a newspaper 
reported last week. 

“Of the 61 days when we were at 
the South Pole, 25 were rainy and 26 
snowy. Everybody was wet 
through," the official English- 
language Chi/ux Daily quoted an un- 
identified team member as saying. 

More than 500 scientists and sup- 
port staff participated in the expedi- 
tion, which established China’s first 
Antartic base and performed re- 
search in geology, meteorology, che- 
mistry and geophysics. They re- 
turned home April 10 after a 142-day 
round trip by sea. 


BASLE (Reuter). - Leading central 
bankers held an unscheduled meet- 
ing at the request of Argentina’s 
national bank here yesterday while a 
vital $450 million bridging loan for 
the country bung in the balance.

WARSAW (Reuter). — -Japanese 
Foreign Minister Shiataro Abe ar- 
rived yesterday on a visit which Po- 
I hmd hopes will bring agreement on 
supplying fresh credit to the Warsaw 
government, after sanctions im- 
posed because of martial law. 

Abe, on a European tour, was due 
to have talks with Foreign Minister 
Stefan Olszowski and to meet the 
Communist Party leader and Prime 
Minister, General Wojciech 
Jaxuzelski, today. He then moves on 
to East Germany. 

In contrast to Nato ministers who 
have visited Poland recently, Abe 
has not scheduled a meeting with 
Catholic Primate Cardinal Jozef 
Glemp, Japanese sources said. 


The sources said Abe’s talks 
would cover commercial and finan- 
cial issues. Japan joined the U.S., 
Canada and Western European 
countries in blocking fresh govern- 
ment credit to Poland in response to 
the suppression of the Solidarity free 
trade union under martial law in 
December 1981. 

Articles in the official Polish press 
have suggested that Japan can 
scarcely expect Poland to repay its 
debts to Tokyo if the credit ban is not 
lifted, Poland has total foreign debts 
of at least $27 billion.

If their demands are not met by 
Sunday, the truckers then plan to go 
out on a general strike. 

Transport Minister Haim Corfu 
agreed to meet today with repre- 


sentatives of the HB to hear their 
grievances. “Since we do not believe 
that he can resolve anything, we are 
going ahead with our plans to de- 
monstrate in Jerusalem," an ITB 
official told The Post. 

Meanwhile, the Association of 
Agents and Service Station Owners 
decided on Sunday to close down the 
450 service stations owned by their 
members for 24 hours starting 
Thursday at 6 a.m. 

The Package Deal Review Com- 
mittee approved a 14 per cent in- 
crease in their commission, while 
they are demanding a 50 per cent 
increase. If their demands are not 
met, they plan to start a general 
strike starting next .Wednesday, 
June 19. 

The Israel Gas Agents Associa- 
tion is bolding an emergency meet- 
ing today to decide whether to strike 
or stage some other form of protest.

“Actually the committee has not 
yet decided by how moefa our com- 
mission should be increased,'* an 
angry gas agent told The Post yester- 
day.

chief rabbi here, has not been to Ireland since 
1968. 

The Irish government initiated the visit iVi 
years ago, and the invitation was brought here by 
an Irish minister last August. Israel has no embas- 
sy in Dublin (Ireland has only two dozen foreign 
embassies in its capital), and the Irish envoy to 
Israel is resident in Athens. 

Although the opening of an Israeli embassy is 
not viewed in Jerusalem as likely as a result of the 
visit, the Hexzog trip is expected to create under- 


standing and strengthen ties. Trade between the 
two countries test year totalled S30 million, and 
7,000 Irish pilgrims visited Israel in 1984. There is 
also considerable agricultural cooperation. 

The Irish government has created an “Israel 
Month" prior to the visit, with TV teams sent 
beforehand to interview Herzog and film the 
country, Israeli music broadcast on Irish radio and 
art exhibitions prepared. Herzog will bring with 
him Hebrew translations of works by James Joyce 
and Yeats. 

The Herzogs will be driven from the airport to 
the home of President Patrick John Hillary, 
where he will plant a tree in the garden. Hillary 
will then host a state dinner at Dublin Castle. 
Herzog will meet members of parliament and hold 
a dosed meeting with Prime Minister Garrett 
Fitzgerald. 

In Dublin's synagogue, Herzog will be the guest of 
honour at a service, speaking from the same 
podium where his father officiated and where 
he himself delivered his bar mitzva speech.

Municipal sources said that 
a strike is likely. 

Beersbeba was first unable to pay 
its salaries last September. At that 
time the employees staged a five-day 
strike that ended only when the 
Interior Ministry' set up a panel to 
study the city’s plight. The panel was 
to make its recommendations by 
November 8, 1984 but so far has not 
done so.

New Holocaust film shows 
how 14 hid in Amsterdam

A highly unusual Holocaust film . 
was shown for the first time in Israel 
on Sunday at the Jerusalem Cine- 
matheque under the auspices of the 
Holland-Israe] Friendship League. 
It showed clips of 14 Jews hiding 
tom the Germans in occupied Hol- 
land in 1942 and 1943. 

Taken by a cameraman who was a 
member of the Dutch underground, 
the dips show the Jews, wearing 
yellow stars, arriving at the Alcazar 
nightclub on Rembrandt Square in 
the heart of Amsterdam's entertain- 
ment centre. The club owner, Dirk 
Vreeswijk, an anti-fascist, offered 
the Jews shelter, although the club 
was frequented by German officers. 

The dips then show the 14 in their 
cramped qnarters on the top floor of 
the dub likening to the BBC from a 
set hidden under a sink. 


There are chilling shots of alarm 
drills, simulating a raid by the Gesta- 
po. At the ring of a bell, the 14 men 
and women in their pyjamas would 
scurry into hideouts prepared be- 
hind cupboards and undeT stair- 
cases. 

Interspersed amid the silent black- 
and-white film clips are more recent 
colour shots showing the nightclub 
owner, who died in 196S. his son. 
and a woman member of the under- 
ground, who helped supply the Jews 
with food. Part of the narration is by 
Harry Swaab. who was one of the 14. 

He and his wife were among the 
four who managed to reach their 
hiding places when the Gestapo 
finally raided the club in May. 1943. 
Of the ten men and women taken, 
two committed suicide at the Wes- 
terbork transit camp in Holland, six 
were killed by the Nazis and two 
survived Bergen-Belsen. 


Technion seeks $17m. more from state

HAIFA. - The government must 
allocate $17 million more towards 
the Technion's budget than it contri- 
buted last year or jeopardize the 
country's high-tech future, Technion 
President Josef Singer declared 
yesterday. 

So far, however, the government 
has indicated its intention to reduce 
the level of its participation: in the 
institute’s budget for the new fiscal 
year by 11 per cent. 

The country is already suffering 
tom a severe shortage of engineers 
and scientists, which would worsen if 
the Technion is forced to make 
sweeping cuts in its student intake 
and staffing levels. Singer said. 

Last year, the Technion increased 
its student intake by 20 per cent - 
particularly in the fields of electrical 


engineering, computer sciences and 
mechanical and aeronautical en- 
gineering - in order to meet the 
demands of industry and the IDF. 

Singer said he had approved the 
decision, expecting, “perhaps naive- 
ly.” that the government and indus- 
try would make up the difference. 

They had not and the Technion 
overspent last year by nearly $7m. 
To cover this deficit while maintain- 
ing existing staff and student levels 
the government would have to allc£ 
cate a tptal of $50m. this year - 
$I7m. more than for 1984-85, he 
said.

‘Wife can 
husband out 


of her home’ 


ASHKELON (Itim). - Jewish law 
prescibes that a woman is under no 
obligation to provide shelter for her 
husband, a magistrates court judge 
ruled here yesterday in issuing an 
order preventing a local man tom 
returning to his wife’s apartment. 

The man . aged 22, was thrown out 
of the apartment last month by his 
40-year-old wife, just three days af- 
ter they were married . 

The woman claimed that the man. 
whom she first met a year ago when 
he came to repair something in the 
apartment and with whom she bad 
since had a stormy romance, had not 
lived up to his pledges. 

She said that she had suddenly 
become aware of the vast gulf be- 
tween their ages, and the fact that he 
was not in a position to support her 
and her daughter from a marriage 
which broke up five years ago. 

Magistrates Court JudgeAmi ram 
Dannenberg had no hesitation in 
upholding the woman's right to keep 
the man out of her apartment, given 
that ownership was not in dispute. 

He dismissed the claim by the 
man's lawyers that marriage had 
conferred upon their client joint 
owner's rights to the apartment. 


Shiff hotels fined 
millions of shekels 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - The Shiff hotel 
chain was yesterday fined millions of 
shekels by the magistrates court here 
after being convicted of tax evasion. 

The Life Hotels Company, owned 
by Haim Shiffs hotel chain, was 
fined IS30 million and Cohen 
Hotels, also owned by Shiff, was 
fined IS4 million. A third defendant, 
the deputy head of the Shiff chain, 
Mordediai Goldfarb. was fined IS 10 
million and given a six months sus- 
pended sentence. 


The companies and Goldfarb 
were convicted of submitting false 
tax statements to the VAT author- 
ities. Among the charges was failure 
to report receipt of IS38 million. 


The court decided not to hand 
down active prison sentences be- 
cause the defendants confessed and 
struck a deal with the prosecution, 
and had no previous convictions. 


Businessmen fined 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - The magis- 
trates court here yesterday levied a 

15600.000 fine and a LSI million 
bond on Shimon Lugasi, tom Bat 
Yam, for refusing to sell a bottle of 
oQ, presumably because he antici-

Hakimi Khalil, a Bat Yam dry- 
cleaning laundry owner, was fined 

15500.000 and ordered to post a 

15850.000 bond for overcharging 
and not posting prices. 

A fine of IS400.000 and a 

15900.000 bond was imposed on Zvi 
Tikva, owner of the Broadway paper 
factozy in Tel Aviv for selling toilet 
paper shorterthan the length printed 
on the package.

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Queen moves to oust Syrian from flat 


LONDON (Heater). - Queen Eli- 
zabeth has intervened to try to oust a 
Syrian diplomat illegally occupying a 
flat he once rented from a British 
family, Foreigb Office officials said 
yesterday. 

They said Ahmed Walid Rajah, 
shielding behind diplomatic immun- 
ity, has ignored a court order to quit 
the flat, which he rented from en- 
gineer John Chaffey for six months 
in 1982. 

Chaffey, married with two young 
children, said his family had been 
homeless for nearly three years and 
spent thousands of pounds trying to 
repossess their three-bedroom flat. 

He finally wrote to the queen . The 
officials said she asked the Foreign 
Office to act to remove Rajah, an 
ad riser on Arab League affairs at the 


Syrian Embassy. 

The officials said the Syrian 
ambassador had been called to the 
Foreign Office and urged to resolve 
the issue, which threatened to strain 
relations between the two countries. 

Rajah rented the flat when Chaf- 
fey went to the U.S. and refused to 
vacate it on his return, Chaffey said. 
Rajah then offered to buy the apart- 
ment at a markdown price, but the 
Chaff eys refused. He continued to 
pay Chaffey £100 a month in rent. 

The family tried to reclaim the 
property last fall when Rajab made a 
trip to Syria. On his return, Rajab 
had them evicted, then sued Chaffey 
for £10,000 in damages, accusing 
him of illegal entry, and removing 
furniture. 

In court, the two reached a com- 


promise. Chaffey, who had spent 
more than £9,000 in legal costs, 
agreed to pay Rajab £8,500. and 
Rajab in return said he would leave 
the apartment by February 28 of this 
year. 

But Rajab has ignored the court 
ruling and still lives In the apartment 
with his wife and three children. 

“He has left us homeless and re- 
liant on charity," charged Chaffey. 
“He is a disgrace to his country and 
an insult to the diplomatic service.” 

A Foreign Office spokesman said 
the Syrian ambassador to London, 
Loutof Haydar, was summoned on 
May 31 to discuss the matter. 

“We take a very grave view of 
this,” said the spokesman. 

Chaffey claimed Rajab stopped 
paying him rent six months ago. 


U.S. limits 
Salt-II

BRUSSELS (Reuter). - President 
Reagan told the Nato allies yester- 
day be would continue to respect 
missile limits in the 1979 Salt-II 
strategic arms Treaty, but U.S. 
observance of other provisions 
would be tied to Soviet compliance, 
diplomats said. 

Reagan was due to tell Congress 
later yesterday whether bis adminis- 
tration would continue to abide by 
the unratified agreement, which he 
has accused the Soviet Union of 
violating. 

Allied governments and Nato 
Secretary-General Lord Carrington, 
consulted by U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz at a meeting in Por- 
tugal last week, received a Letter 
from the president yesterday outlin- 
ing the decision, the diplomats said. 

A Nato spokesman confirmed that 
Carringtgn hqd received a letter 
from Reagan but declined to discuss 
the contents. 

The European allies and Canada 
unanimously appealed to Washing- 
ton at last week's Nato foreign minis- 
ters' meeting not to abandon the 
treaty.

ADDIS ABABA (AP). - Hundreds 
of donkeys are trekking through rug- 
ged mountains in northwestern 
Ethiopia to help famine victims back 
to their forms now that good rains 
have come, a U.S.-based relief orga- 
nization said yesterday- 

The movement of at least 5,000 
families - about 17,500 people in all 
- along with seeds and farm imple- 
ments loaded on the donkeys’ backs 
was organized by. World Vision In- " 
temational. 

Thu trek began during the past 
week from an emergency feeding 
centre at Ibnet, and about 1,000 
famili es have set off so for with a 
donkey assigned to each family, a 
World Vision spokesman said. 

Donkeys are sometimes the only 


means of transport in the moun- 
tainous Gondar and Wollo regions 
where the trek is under way. There 
are few roads in the area, about 350 
kilometres northwest of Addis Aba- 
ba, and the inhabitants rely mostly 
on trails through precipitous terrain. 

Even if there were good roads, 
trucks would be hard to come by, as 
there has been a severe shortage of 
vehicles to haul aid supplies to 
Ethiopia's estimated 10.8 million 
famine victims. 

The World Vision project, which 
deals only with families from Wollo, 
is part of a broader effort to reduce 
the population of the Ibnet feeding 
centre in Gondar region, and get 
people back to the land for the 
current planting Season.

EC condemns Turkish-Cypriot elections 


ROME (Reuter). - The European 
Community yesterday condemned 
Sunday’s presidential elections in 
the breakaway Turkish Cypriot state 
in northern Cyprus.

A ministry spokeswoman said the 
statement was issued on behalf of all 
10 members of the EC after con- 
sultations at an informal foreign 
ministers' meeting in Stresa, Italy on 
Sunday. 

The EC statement called on 
Greek Cypriot President Spyros 
Kyprianou and Denktash to resume 
talks on establishing a federation in 
Cyprus.

Claus von Bnlow 

U.S. socialite 
acquitted 
of trying 
to kill his wife 

PROVIDENCE, Rhode Island 
(Reuter). - Claus von Bulow, the 
Danish-born socialite, was found not 
guilty yesterday at his retrial on 
charges of trying to kill his mil- 
lionaire wife with insulin injections. 

The jury returned its verdict after 
four days of deliberations. 

Von Bulow, 58, was charged with 
trying to murder his wife, Martha, by 
injecting her with coma-producing 
doses of insulin in December 1979 
and again a year later so he could 
marry his mistress and inherit 
SlAuiillion from his wife's estate. 

His wife is in an irreversible coma 
in a New York hospital. 

The defence maintained that the 
comas were caused by the abuse of 
alcohol and barbiturates. 

The jury in his first trial in 1982 
found Von Bulow guilty after six 
days of deliberation. That verdict 
was overturned last year by the 
Rhode Island Supreme Court on 
legal Technicalities. 


DOLOMITE," Alabama (AP). - 
Four Sikhs charged in alleged plots 
to kill Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Ghandi attended a commando 
school here to learn assassination- 
techniques, the school’s proprietor 
said in a newspaper report published 

Sunday. . 

“They were very open with their 
politics and led us to believe they 
were going to do what they wanted 
to do in India," said Frank Camper, 
who operates the mercenary school. 

“They wanted to learn to make 
time bombs." Camper said in an 
interview published jointly by the 
Atlarua Journal and the Atlanta Con- 
stitution. “They wanted to learn how 
to attack armoured vehicles. They 
wanted to learn assassination tcchni- 
ques and they wanted to learn howto 
blow up trains. They wanted to leant 
to kill Indians." 

The four men who attended Cam- 
per’s school in November were 
arrested by FBI agents in New 
Orleans last month and are in cus- 
tody, charged with conspiring to 
murder an Indian official who visited 
New Orleans in May for eye surgery. 

Grupartap Singh Burk, described 
by Camper and authorities as the 
leader of the four-man group, has 
been indicted in New York City with 
two other Sikhs on charges of con- 
spiring to murder Gandhi and to 
obtain illegal weapons and of 


attempting to obtain false passpors. 
The four were arrested after an FBI 
agent infiltrated the group. .

Iran accuses 
Iraqi jets of 
hitting Kurds 

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AF). - An Iraqi 
jet attempted an air raid against the 
Kurdish-inhabited regions of Iran 
yesterday, a day after Iraqi planes 
killed 78 and wounded more than 
120 people in a bombing run against 
a Kurdish refugee camp, reported 
the official Iranian news agency, 
Irna. 

Iran said an Iraqi plane flew over 
the city of Bakhtaran (formerly Ker- 
en ansh ah), capital of the Kurdish 
province of the same name. 

But the intruder was forced to flee 
without making any bombing runs, 
added the agency, monitored here. 

In another development, allega- 
tions of arms sales to Iran have 
whipped up a political stonn in 
Sweden, which bans the export of 
weapons to countries at war. 

Leading industrialist Claes-Ulrik 
Winberg stepped down Sunday night 
as chairman of Sweden’s Employers* 
Federation while police investigated 
reports of sales of explosives to Iran 
by the firm Ab Bofors, at a time 
when be was its managing director. 

Newspapers reported that Bofors 
illegally shipped explosives worth

By late Sun- 
day, they had recovered 50 shopping 
bags of splintered human bones and 
some lund videotapes. - 
Police sources said the “sex pris- 


on” bunker contained two secret 
chambers, two beds and a one-way 
mirror. 

They said one of the videotapes 
showed Lake and Ng tearing at the 
- clothes of a woman handcuffed to a 
chair. 

The police spokesman said “a 
number of people whose lives have 
sometime been touched by Lake of 
Ng are missing. Topside we are talk- 
ing about 25 people.” 

Among the missing are a San 
Francisco couple and their 16- 
month-old son. Lake was driving 
their repainted car at the time of his 
arrest. 

Also missing are four people who 
lived in a cabin next to tbe one 
shared by Ng and Lake. 

Ng, dishonourably discharged 
from the Marine Corps last year 
after serving a jail term for stealing 
weapons from a Hawaii base, fled on 
June 2 as Lake was being taken into 
custody. 

Lake, a self-styled survivalist, 
swallowed what police think was a 
poison capsule while being ques-'

- Chinese doctors 
have developed a way to remove 
gallstones by attaching seeds to acu- 
puncture points on the ear, the offi- 
cial Xinhua news agency said yester- 
day. 

Doctors in Nanking attach seeds 
of the herb “semen vaccarae” to 
acupuncture points on the ears of 


patients to squeeze several times a 
day. tiie report said. 

The gallstones are generally dis- 
charged within a month, Xinhua 
said. 

It said one old woman who bad 
gallstones for more than 10 years 
discharged 530 of them within two 
months of the start of her treatment. 


More rioting and firebombing in South Africa 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Police 
found the body of a black man who 
was stabbed and axed to death, and 
several homes were firebombed in 
continued rioting in black 
townships, police said yesterday. 

The unrest late Sunday and early 
yesterday was confined to the East- 
ern Cape Province, scene of the 
worst anti-apartheid rioting in recent 
months. Ten months of black rioting 
has left nearly 400 dead in the 
townships. 

A police spokesman in Pretoria 
said crowds of blacks attacked the 
homes of black policemen with pet- 


rol bombs in three townships near 
Fort Elizabeth, the automobile- 
manufacturing hub of the Eastern 
Cape. Tbe police fixed on the crowds 
but no injuries were reported, the 
spokesman said. 

Three blacks were killed early 
Saturday when poliemen fired on 
crowds attacking a black police- 
man's home. 

In Kwazakhele, a Port Elizabeth 
township, police found the hacked 
body of a 22-year-old black man on a 
golf course. There was no explana- 
tion for the killing, the spokesman 
said.

Unconfirmed reports speak of 
government sales of dollars in the 
market os a further factor putting 
pressure on prices to fall. 

More significant, and a fact con- 
firmed by banking sources, is a 
change in the public's taste for 
dollar-linked investments. After 
weeks of moving out of Patam 
dollar-linked accounts, the public 
has this month reversed course and is 
pumping its money back into Patam , 
to the tune of S100 million so far, 
according to one source . 

The rationale for such a move may 
be linked to the fear of foiled dollars 
in the black market, or the hope of a 
devaluation that will unify the di- 


verse exchange rates and thus give 
greater rewards to Patam account 
holders. Or, there may be no ration- 
al explanation at all, just that the 
confused “herd" has stampeded off 
in a new direction. 

But the basic fact that money is 
going into Patam is not in doubt. To 
complete the picture, it should be 
recalled that the banks are very short 
of shekel deposits and are being 
forced to pay very high interest raxes 
to the public or to the Bank of Israel 
to obtain funds. 

This trend toward liquidity shor- 
tages (variously estimated at be- 
tween IS120-I50 billion already at 
this early stage of the month), cou- 
pled with the drying up of demand in 
the black market, indicates that the 
government is succeeding in not 
pumping money into the economy - 
as it indeed c laims to be the case. 

If so. there seems to be a cash and 
credit crunch developing in the 
financial markets, the effects of 
which may soon be feh in the level of 
activity in the economy.

Katyusha attack, but there seems 
little to back the theory that it was a 
“warning" from Amal to the IDF to 
take all its forces out of Lebanon.

The continued IDF back-up ser- 
vices will include military liaison 
with the SLA senior co mman d and 
field forces; continued training and 
arming of SLA troops, and finanrial 
support.

The nature of the IDFs back-up 
was demonstrated yesterday morn- 
ing when helicopters carrying infan- 
trymen launched a search for the 
perpetrators of the Katyusha attack. 

Meanwhile, according io Reuter, 
Lebanese government and military 
spokesmen yesterday dismissed 
Israeli statements that its army had 
completed its withdrawal from south 
Lebanon. 

“Lebanon will consider Israeli 
forces to have withdrawn from its 
territory only when the last Israeli 
soldier has left,” Foreign Ministry 
secretary-general Fuad Turk told 
Reuters. 

A Lebanese Army spokesman 
said Israeli forces are still occupying 
the south, and statements that they 
had withdrawn are propaganda in- 
tended to mislead world opinion. 

Concurrently, George Habash, 
leader of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine, told a press 
conference in Kuwait that his group 
and aligned Palestinian groups in- 
tend to step up attacks on Israel from 
Lebanon. 

He condemned the Amal militia 
for attempting to disarm the Palesti- 
nians to prevent them from attacking 
northern Israel from southern Leba- 
non. 

“If Amal insists on disarming the 
Palestinians, we will unfortunately 
have no choice but to carry on the 
valiant defence of the Palestinian 
gun in all 12 refugee camps along 
Lebanon," Habash said. He de- 
plored Amal’s raids on the Palesti- 
nian refugee camps of Sabra and 
Sbatifia in Beirut.

RESOLUTION of the ugly kidnapping incident involving 
soldiers of General Antoine Lahad’s South Lebanon Army, 
Nabih Bern’s Amal militia and Unifil’s Finnish contingent is 
awaiting the completion of an Inquiry ordered by the UN 
Secretary General. The inquiry should establish whether 11 
SLA men voluntarily defected to Amal or, as Gen. Lahad 
claims, and Israeli officials tend to believe, were abducted by 
the Finns, 20 of whom are still held hostage by the SLA in 
retaliation. 

The conclusions of the inquiry will also inevitably affect the 
UN’s bid to extend Unifil’s authority all the way to the Israel 
border. But they may also have an impact on the entire 
alignment of political-military forces in southern Lebanon. 

For the moment, the focus of attention has shifted from the 
kidnapping itself to the firing of two Katyusha rockets across 
the border into western Galilee yesterday. This was by no 
means the first Katyusha firing during the past year, and an 
escalation of such terrorist attempts has in fact been predicted 
for the period immediately following the IDFs withdrawal 
from Lebanon. But Israeli opponents of the withdrawal will 
doubtless rite yesterday's attack as proof that the army should 
have stayed on the Litani, if not the AwaJi, to assure the peace 
of Galilee. 

Fortunately there is little danger that the IDF will now be 
called upon to reoccupy southern Lebanon, and thus to ensure 
the permanent enmity of most of its people not only for the 
invading Israeli troops but for Israel itself. The real problem at 
this time is how to keep southern Lebanon free of terrorists, 
whether the PLO's or Hezbolla’s, without requiring a large- 
scale Israeli military presence. 

For a time, a ready-made formula seemed to be at hand. Let 
the existing communal militias that take seriously the Israeli 
threat of punishment for terrorism be given, explicitly or even 
implicitly, a free hand in maintaining peace and quiet in their 
localities. True, active cooperation between the Shi'ite Amal, 
the Druse militia and the largely Christian SLA might not easily 
be obtained. But so long as each force were kept to its own area 
and did not poach on the other's territory, a goodly measure of 
peaceful coexistence, not least with Israel, could result. 

Israel, however, even while soliciting the support of Amal, 
which represents the majority of the border people, has 
continued to bank on its own creation, the SLA. Rather than 
induce Gen. Lahad to fashion his mercenary band of 1,200 as a 
local force based on Christian towns and villages, it has helped 
bolster his pretension to head the army of all southern 
Lebanon. While allowing the general, with but a faint protest, 
to extend his dubious dominion into Christian Jezzine, north of 
the security zone, claiming it has no control over him, the IDF 
has taken punitive action on its own against the relatives of 
Shi’ite deserters from the SLA. 

Thus this country has strengthened the image of the SLA, 
like that of Major Haddad's militia before it, as but a renegade 
force that is strictly an Israeli surrogate and in no way an 
indigenous phenomenon. For Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
now to demand that Unifil accord the SLA full equality of 
treatment with Amal as a legitimate local militia is thus 
somewhat bizarre. 

Amal’s Nabih Bern has publicly been calling for the SLA's 
disbandment, but he would reportedly be happy to see it merely 
cut down to natural size - as the price of his keeping the 
terrorists out of southern Lebanon and avoiding war with 
Israel. But as a sign of Israel’s goodwill he also wants the 
remaining 800 or so Shi’ite prisoners still at the AtUt detention 
camp released: he has in fact made their release a condition of 
his freeing the 11 SLA alleged defectors. 

Israeli officials have been quoted as saying that that is out of 
the question. They may have meant to suggest that Israel would 
indeed have set the Shiites free, but cannot now seem to be 
surrendering to extortion involving prisoners. Mr. Beni has 
indeed chosen the wrong tack. He should have, not necessarily 
in public, simply appealed to Israel’s own interest in having 
reliable, even if unacknowledged, partners. 

He might have pointed out that the SLA, as at present 
constituted, is a broken reed on which it would be foolhardy for 
this country to base its northern defence, even while alienating 
the far more fiercely dedicated, and able, and certainly 
anti-PLO Amal. But then this is hardly news for most Israelis. 


Right decision -wrong method 


AFTER MONTHS of nerve-wracking negotiations with the 
teachers and recurrent disruptions of the school system, the 
government, having concluded that public expenditure on 
education could not be cut, or not cut any further, has decided 
to reduce its budget deficit by imposing additional taxes 
instead. The decision this time, has been to increase the 
National Insurance premiums by another one per cent, which is 
to be earmarked for the education budget. 

The government had before it two proposals for how to make 
up in additional revenue for the gap in the education budget. 
TTie first, advocated by the Treasury - and by the Education 
Ministry - was to impose a graduated school fee on parents for 
the (compulsory!) education of their children, on the grounds 
that the recipients of public services ought to pay at least a part 
of their cost. The second proposal - the one adopted by the 
government on Sunday - was that of Energy Minister Moshe 
Shah al, which assumes that education is a public service the 
cost of which should be borne by the general public. 

Arguments have been beard, in support of the approach 
favoured by the Treasury, that slimming the education system 
by budget cuts does not necessarily mean that we would get less 
and worse education. This is an academic question: in practice 
there can be little doubt that we would get less of the same 
education. How woefully inadequate this is has only recently 
been described with painful vividness by the State Comptroller. 

Education is, next to security, the prime example of a public 
service in which the benefits reaped by society at large are such 
that its cost ought properly to be covered by the general tax 
revenue. Better-educated people make for a more efficient and 
more productive labour force and for a more effective defence 
capability, and raise the general welfare in ways that are not 
measurable. 

Besides, it is unfair to require parents to pay for an education 
that the law makes compulsory, and there is no particular 
attraction in the idea of reverting to means tests - by bureau- 
crats, of course - so as to establish who should pay and how 
much. 

The government has therefore taken the right decision. What 
is to be regretted is that the moribund state of our income tax 
system has persuaded the government to raise the extra 
revenue through National Insurance, which has long ago 
become a second and regressive income tax system. Cuts, not 
further increases in the taxes on earnings, are long overdue. 

Moreover, as has been the case with most of the so-called 
budget cuts that have taken the form of tax increases even when 
they went by another name, the lion’s share of the burden will 
once again be borne by the wage earners. Companies pay no 
National Insurance premiums, and the self-employed who do, 
******* It from their taxable income. Sunday’s government 
decision will therefore further increase social disparities. 


Zionists in a hurry

DURING THE 1930s and 1940s. 
American communists, eager to 
spread their wings over the much 
larger liberal and labour move- 
ments, concocted the theory that 
they were no more than “liberals in a 
hurry.” Essentially, so the argument 
went, communists believed in the 
same things as mainstream Amer- 
icans (in those New Deal days, liber- 
als had a stronger grip on the main- 
stream) only their “obsessive pas- 
sion for a better world'" rendered 
them impatient to arrive at the gates 
of the Perfect City. When it came to 
questions of workers’ rights or civil 
rights for blacks, communists would 
make fewer compromises along the 
way to justice- 

It took the combined combustible 
force of Stalin's purges, his deporta- 
tions. his pact with Hitler, his break 
with the U.S. following the war and 
Joe Mcarthy to sever the hold of this 
image on the minds of many Amer- 
icans. 

At some point, confronted by this 
communist claim, liberals asked: 
“They’re in a hurry all right - but 
where to?” 

Not only did their final destination 
prove different, their hurry did not 
signal a higher degree of commit- 
ment, but rather the forfeit of all 
democratic rules in the interest of 
that strange final goal. 

The debate about pardoning the 
Jewish terrorist underground re- 
minds me of that debate with the 
communists decades ago. When a 
group of Israelis employ tactics - due 
to their unbridled commitment - 
that violently and consciously break 
all the norms of democratic culture . I 
am forced to wonder what common 
denominators still bind their com- 
mitments to mine. 


publicly raised by Vice Premier and 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
who professed not to comprehend 
how Israel could jail Jewish patriots 
and free Arab murderers. 

The answer begins with the pre- 
mise that, as there is no connection 
between the prisoner exchange and 
the underground issue, no other 
answer is required.

(What is most grotesque about the

But what did- Shamir’s statement 
really mean? Shamir voted for the 
prisoner exchange, as did all of his 
Likud colleagues. If the exchange - 
which carried no public agreement ' 
on pardoning the underground as a 
price tag - was unacceptable as im- 
plemented thus far; if letting the 
Arab terrorists go in return for the 
three IDF PoWs was unacceptable, 
why did the Likud endorse it? 

If by the noise generated in their 
public campaign to free the under- 
ground - conveniently taken over 
from the Morasha/Tehiya crowd - 
the Likud means to imply that there 
was a quiet cabinet understanding on 
the issue, why is there so much 
noise? One suspects that Shamir is 
trying to force, rather than shake, 
Peres's hand. Is Shamir cashing or 
forging a cheque? 


the prisoner exchange and an under- 
ground pardon. The ex-spokesman 
of Tehiya described the former as a 
crime and the latter as a sin.) 

But if the underground members 
should be pardoned, what is left to 
assert about the democratic state? 

That in an age and a region rife 
with private armies, routine assas- 
sinations and pigeonhole sovereign- 
ties. Israel agreed to its own Leba- 
nization? That Israel succumbed to 
mob rule? That it failed a critical test 
because of insufficient political cour- 
age. because it would be better for 
Labour to go to the coalition wall 
over a more popular issue - one less 
likely to arouse such intense opposi- 
tion -like Taba? 


THE MORAL character of the ac- 
cused and their patriotism has been 
raised as a factor arguing for their 
absolution. Wbat such an argument 
really means is that the series of 
illegal and violent incidents and con- 
spiracies of Jewish terror against 
West Bank Arabs were committed 
by a serious group of men motivated 
to act out of serious concerns. 

It leaves unanswered whether that 
very earnestness is not a transform- 
ing value; that is, whether attacking 
Arab buses filled with unsuspecting 
and innocent civilians is an act which 
fundamentally alters the value struc- 
ture of the players involved. 

Similarly, the debate about 
freeing or’ pardoning the under- 
ground fails to include a loud enough 
plea that the crimes for which the 
Jewish terrorists/patriots stand ac- 
cused or convicted cannot be par- 
doned. 

The primal argument at work was 


THE LABOUR response also 
leaves one baffled. The argument 
that the legislative and executive 
branch must not interfere in the 
judiciary is not only correct as far as 
it goes, but also implies a commit- 
ment to the behavioural norms that 
define the democratic state. 

But it scarcely traces the outline of 
whether or not a pardon is called for 
in the first place. It does not engage 
the argument presented by the right 
at all. It dismisses the connection to 
the prisoner exchange, and then 
changes the terms of the discussion. 

Formally speaking, one can be in 
favour of following die rules, letting 
the judicial process run its course; 
and when all the accused are found 
guilty, addressing an appeal to Presi- 
dent Chaim Herzog, who has the 
“constitutional" right to pardon 
them. 

Shamir did not need to add an 
assault on the principle of judicial 
independence to his already suffi- 
ciently misplaced demands for let- 
ring the terrorists go free. 

(In the same vein . one can oppose 


A PARDON for the underground 
makes an empty ritual of the formal 
assertions of the values of the demo- 
cratic state. In order for the system 
to survive its multiple crises of the 
- 1980s with its values intact, no par- 
don should be forthcoming. 

If letting the Palestinian prisoners 
go free was a mistake (let us assume 
so far the sake of argument), even a 
“crime” against the image of Israel 
as a state ruled by law, to pardon the 
underground would be the kiss of 
death. 

There are those now making their 
living preaching the false gospel of 
the incompatibility of the Jewish and 
democratic foundations of Israel. 
On the contraiy: the desire of the 
Jewish people to live in freedom, “to 
be a free people in our land," is not 
consistent with any other form of 
government except the democratic. 

Was any other form of modern 
political culture anywhere ever hos- 
pitable to the Jewish experience? Is 
there any reason not to suspect the 
wont about ourselves should we 
surrender to the anti-democratic 
temptation? 

But it is particularly shameful for 
ministers Shamir and Ariel Sharon 
to champion the cause of the under- 
ground with such unrestrained 
vigour. 

They cannot escape responsibility 
for their unanimous cabinet support 
of the unpopular prisoner exchange; 
they will not succeed in reinstating 
the political model in which “Labour . 
is soft on Arabs and the Likud is soft 
on Jews." 

It was a Likud government which 
initiated the negotiations with Yas- 
ser Arafat and then with Ahmed 
Jibril, which led to the exchange the 
Likud ministers supported. Furth- 
ermore, it was a Likud government 
which led the country into three 
years of the Lebanon war and Likud 
ministers who voted against the uni- 
ty government's January decision to 
withdraw. 



- It was during this misadventure 
that the three IDF soldiers were 
taken prisoner, an event not unre- 
lated to the exchange which freed 
1.100 Arab terrorists. 

Furthermore, the Likud govern- 
ment pursued, arrested, and charged 
the underground for the same crimes 
Likud ministers now want to free or 
pardon them. 

SHAMIR and Sharon, among 
others, encouraged the spread and 
strength of the West Bank settler 
movement, increasing the number of 
settlers and settlements, geometri- 
cally , like' inflation. 

It was this movement, so confi- 
dent in its own ultimate righteous- 
ness. from which the serious young 
men who formed the underground 
emerged. It is this movement - and 
its major political vehicles, Morasha 
and Tehiya - which kept alive the 
free/pardon them campaign before 
its recent burst of momentum and 
chang e of ownership. (Even Yoel 
Bin-Nun, usually a powerful and 
independent think er among the set- 
tiers, was earned along by the orgy 
of irrationality following the prison- 
er exchange to abandon his earlier 
opposition to a pardon.) 

This movement - through 
Morasha - has offered Labour a new 
deal, whereby it would forgo its call 
for immediate annexation of the ter- 
ritories and endorse Labour’s econo- 
mic and social hegemony in ex- 
change for Labour's switch from 
territorial to functional compromise 
in the West Bank and Gaza. 

This opens a crack towards new 
coalition possibilities, should the un- 
ity coalition run aground on Taba 


beach - but not on the western bank 
of the Jordan. 

But it also compromises, one* 
again, the central thrust of Labour'} 
message in the past decade and. as 
things look now. for the next: that 
Israel must survive as both Jewish 
and democratic, and that such ago* 
cannot survive the permanent Israel: 
occupation of the entire West Bank 
and Gaza areas, just rat . sorely a* 
security considerations prohibit s 
total withdrawal to the 1967 lines. 


ISRAEL is in danger of flying apart. 
For Labour to surrender without 
throwing all its weight on the scale: 
for its vision of society would be z 
major mistake. 

The settler movement might dea 
with Labour if it has no alternative 
but it will always prefer Likud if ii 
has a choice. And if a real dialogue 
between the two movements is prop*- 
osed. Labour must not abandon is . 
own positions before the discussion! 
begin. 

In such a discussion, it most be . 
made dear that to pardon the under- 
ground would signal a major anc 
hurried retreat down a road wi 
oppose travelling, towards an lsrae 
less humane, less free, more violent 
and less Jewish in its intolerance ftt 
anything except the gospel truth. 

It is a road paved with thegooc 
intentions of many idealistic Jewisf 
settlers, as well as with the blood; 
crimes of the underground. Butixisi 
road leading in quite the wronj 
direction.

CONSERVATIVE BOYCOTT 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - The split in mentality be- 
tween Israel and the Diaspora is 
widening, as we feared. The boycott 
by the World Conservative Move- 
ment of the 51 MKs who voted for 
the “Who is a Jew" amendment just 
may be the right medicine for return- 
ing to mental health. 

By implying by their votes that 
Conservative and Reform spiritual 
leaders are not rabbis, the 51 MKs 
have insulted the very synagogues 
who now do not want them. This 
international boycott may or may 
not be seen as an insult to the honour 
of the Knesset, but it is certainly an 
act of Masorati self-pride. Even if 
the NRP takes for granted that the 
honour of the Knesset takes prece- 
dent over the honour of a movement 
dedicated to the service of God, 
Tora, and Israel, this is not the case 
for many of us Diaspora Jews. ’ 

The issue, unfortunately, goes far 
deeper than honour. While non- 
Orthodox Jews are merely insulted, 
the amendment to the “Who is a 
Jew" law would hurt the State of 
Israel concretely. I have seen with 
my own eyes that many former Pol- 
ish Jews fleeing anti-Semitism in 
1968-70 came to Sweden rather than 
Israel because of mixed marriages, 
doubtful Jewish status and fear of 
what one called "a Jewish inquisi- 
tion.’’ 

Most of our converts, who are 
observant Jews and devoted to the 


people and the State of Isrel, have 
similar fears. They know that there 
are Masorati congregations through- 
out the world where they will im- 
mediately be welcomed, accepted 
and even receive an aliya to the 
Tora. A change in the Law of Return 
does nothing but turn off these Jews 
by choice - and may of us Jews by 
birth. 

Most of Israel's magnetism for our 
Conservative youth is that it is a land 
that needs them. But they soon dis- 
cover that their convert husbands or 
wives are not wanted. Aliya is dis- 
carded as an option and Israel is the 
loser. Much human talent is remain- 
ing in the Diaspora or returning to 
congregations where the entire fami- 
ly is welcome. 

A change in the Law of Return 
will not affect "new Jews" through- 
out the world, but will decrease a 
good and desirable aliya. To this 
obvious conclusion. 51 MKs seem to 
be blind. Seen in this light, the 
boycott may help them understand.

Sir, - You report (June, 3) Dr. 
Saul Cohen, the executive vice- 
president of the American Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, as saying that 
his organization maintains Soviet 
Jews while they "wait in Rome,” 
organizes and funds their transporta- 
tion across the Atlantic (to the U.S.)

They have been allowed to 
leave the Soviet Union and reach 
Vienna on the strength of an affida- 
vit signed by a relative in Israel and 
backed by the word of the govern- 
ment of Israel, in order that they 
proceed to their national homeland 
(which they and we all tell the 
Soviets) is Israel. 

By their going to the U.S. instead, 
they dishonour their undertaking, 
and the integrity of the State of Israel

is impugned. As the Soviet govern- 
ment docs not, except in the case of a 
handful of political dissidents, allow 
its citizens to emigrate to the U.S. or 
elsewhere, this breach of undertak- 
ing by the Soviet “drop-outs” can 
only encourage the Soviet govern- 
ment to keep the gates all but shut 
against the emigration of other Jews. 

When Dr. Cohen personally signs 
a cheque or promissory note, does 
he regard himself as having “free- 
dom of choice" as to whether to 
honour it or not?
